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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is the second Office action on the merits of Application No. 10/723,587, filed on 26 
November 2003. Claims 1 and 3-10 are pending.

Drawings 

3. The drawings were received on 24 May 2005. These drawings are disapproved because 
they introduce new matters such as the L-shape locking lever element that locks the originally 
disclosed ignition key when the cable element , which is mounted to the end portion of the 
originally disclosed first leg (3.6) of the originally disclosed locking member (3), is pulled by the 
pivoting force of the locking member (3). 

4. The drawings, filed on 26 November 2003, are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The 
drawings must show every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the 
i gnition lock and ignition kev must be shown or the feature(s) canceled fi-om the claim(s). No 
new matter should be entered. 
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Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1. 121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted afler the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheef or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections

• Line 3, the limitation "said sUding part" should be —said locking part--. 

• Lines 3-4, the limitation "a second bearing,surface" should be —said second 
bearing surface—. 
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Claim 10: 

• Lines lA-lS, the limitation "its unlocked, pivotable position" should be —an 
unlocked, pivotable position-. 

• Lines 27-28, the limitation "its position fixed by the locking element" should be — 
a position fixed by the locking element—. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1, 3-5 and 7-8 are allowed. 

7. Claims 6, 9, and 10 are objected to because of the informalities as set forth in paragraph 5 
above. As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either comply with 
all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not complied with. See 37 
CFR 1 . 1 1 1(b) and MPEP § 707.07(a). 

Conclusion 

8. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 

• The drawing objections as set forth in paragraphs 3 and 4; and 

• The objections to claims 6, 9, and 10, as set forth in paragraph 5.
